The 
infantrymen have M-l rifles or 
M-30 carbines, and all are well- 
trained with the bayonets Aside 
from the 
tanks 
and 
machine 
guns, the basic artillery weaoon 
is the 4.2-inch m ortar which lobs 
its explosives on an almost ver­ 
tical trajectory, so »* to be of 
maximum usefeulness in street 
fighting There is m uch emphas­ 
is on the use of tear gas and 
mine laying. 
Col. Weyand'* men were dig­ 
ging their foxholes in the Gritish 
sector of Berlin when I made 
the visit.

allies Only two of the three can 
hold tactical 
exercises 
at the 
same time, owing to the limita­ 
tions of space in the Grünewald. 
But joint exercise of alternating 
partners are held several times 
a year. 


STILL CLOSER liaison work 
is done with the West German 
constabulary. At least 
once a 
year the Berlin forces move in­ 
to West Germany where t h e y 
repeat these exercises with live 
ammunition. 
West Berlin is possibly t h e 
one place on earth where there 
is no "Yankees Go Home" senti­ 
m ent among the loyalist popu- 
tion. The Yanks feel thev are 
needed here. This is the biggest 
factor in the high state of mor­ 
ale and efficiency.
